H. asked where do we stand. The Sec. said it is 
the wind-up and the plenary mtg. will be on at the time 
of the press conference. The Sec. said he talked with 
Smith and authorized him to make the delcaration. We 
won't have the final text for a while. The Sec. said 
he would get the statement for the Pres, over by 10:30. 

It will include the suggestion he announce chiefs of 
mission and also include the need for SEATO. 

H. referred to a special session re German sovereignty. 
The Sec. said he had a meeting this morning with Knowland, 
Ferguson and Halleck. The general feeling is that a 
special session for all of Congress is out. Also having 
the Senate on the theory it is a treaty was not looked 
upon with favor. They were rather in favor of trying to 
put something through the Senate before it adjourns. 

He is planning to meet with the i in Foreign Relations Comm, 
tomorrow. This*is to be kept quiet. If the Pres, is asked, 
he can say he hopes the matter can be dealt with before 
Congress adjourns, and he understands the Sec. will discuss 
it with the FR Comm, this wk.
